Imperialism Is Beneficial 
To Colonies, Society vTold

,^both Imperialist powers and their 
colonies,' was the view of Mr. Her- 
''•ward Senior, addressing the West 
Indian Society on Friday night. The 
,i|>eaker: maintained t^ there Is a 
1ïesirabie7devel6pmcht towards in- 
dustrialisation In primitive socie- 
ties, a development rendered much 
leas painful by the Importing o( 
•loreign capital and rule by an ad- 
>Vahced ' power during the transi- 
'Uon period. 

( Grtat Britain was cited as an in- 
stance of a country which had to 
Jj.rogress under the firm control of 
ft' Xing, to preserve the essential ci- 
il V peace and .security against In* 
I'dera necessary for unification. , 




j:!apltal, that is, accumulated la- 
bor^.the means to the end of de- 
velopment, may either be imported 
or squeezed from the Inhabitants 
, thémaelycs. The first way, the Im- 
perialistic, was held by the speak- 
er to reduce suffering,. to benefit 
'...«îolony. and home country, while 
- allowing a certain amount of civil 
liberty. It is wrong to contrast the 
liberties held by citizens of devel- 
oped countries with those In- col- 
. onicj, for these colonies are at a 
stage comparable to the Stone and 



.The alternative, the communist 
method, that of squeezing capital 
from the labor available, is much 
less efficient and allows no free- 
dom at all. 

Tlie Nallonallsls' tenets against 
Imperialism, self-determination and 
national unity are . usefur only so 
long as they are constructive. If 
the principle of self-determination 
were carried to logical conclusions, 
in Ireland It would apply to the 
Catholic minority in Ulster, yet 
in the Catholic districts thenvselvcs 
there would be Protestant minor- 
ity. 

In summing up his political Inter- 
pretation of history, Mr. Cenlor af- 
firmed that neither benevolence 
nor exploitation were the results 
of Imperialism. Russian Commun- 
ism, straying from the avowed in- 
tention of the world: revolution and 
liberation of the 1919 International, 
is now but an Illegitimate monar- 
ch j^||put«uing its Imperialistic as- 
jiiraUons 'through unscrupulous sa- 
botage of governments In suitable 
countries, in fact imposing the .re- 
strictive disadvantages of Imperial- 
Ism, without having the capital to 
provide the compensatory material 
advantages.

Prof. Hare Tells About 
Changes in England 

In an address delivered to the 
members of the Newman Club at 
McGill University following one of 
their Regular Meetings Professor F, 
Kenneth 'Hare, of the DcpL of 
Geography, j; outlined the various 
changes: hé ' noted ; in his native 
England on his recent visit. 

Stating that when he left Canada 
he was "prepared by newspaper 
article* to find a country In which 
conditions were abnormally diffi- 
cult for the working class he was 
surprised to find thai the spend- 
ing money of. the population had In- 
creased anil^ll^the same time 
the work^pil^SFdoIng less 'for 
their money.' There was an àb- 
senee of poverty and production. 
AUo noted said Professor Hare, 
was that the relations between the 
various classes were slowly belnj 
undermined l>y the. breaking up, 
for various 'reasons, of the great 
estates -which since the early days 
hBd.been so much a part of the his- 
landscape of England."

McGUl Debating Team Gahis 
Victory Over Osgoode Hall

McGill's crack debating duo of 
"Ted Hugessen and Isadore Rosen- 
feld added another, victory to .their 
Impressive list of wins when ihcy 
successfully, attacked the rcsoiutidn 
Resolved, that the Western Nations 
Give the Utmost Military and Eco- 
nomlc Aid. to the Present Govern- 
ment of Yugoslavia, in a debate last 
Saturday night against Osgoocio 
Hall, the Law Faculty at the Un'- 
vcrsity of Toronto. 

Bill Archer, first speaker for the 
affirmative, demanded that the 
benefits of the Marshall Plan be 
given to Marshal Tito's' Govern- 
ment as a tactical means to exploit 
the schism in the Iron Curtalt^rr 
a definite advantage foi\ the West; 
ern powers, which must be exploit- 
ed, regardless of the fact that Tito's' 
Ideology is not what the West 
would wish It to be. But "giving 
aid does not meari .appiroval'ot his 
police state." Mr. Archer' cited the 
casé of Portugal, which is' a police' 
!>tate|b|y^e .type as Yugo- 
slavï^fj^ilie is In the aN. • and 
enjoys fully the advantages of^^lhe 
Marshall Plan. ;'Let us give with- 
out demanding servility," said the 
speaker, pointing out that this was 
the exact policy that Russia was 
following In her. jr^jUmiyj wIth the 
satellite .coùntrlesS^Safîf 'the mo- 
tive of Tito's break' with the Krem- 
lin. 

Concluding, Archer said that Tito 



is doomed to defeat by Russia it 
Western aid Is not forthcoming 
Action Is needed, .quote Dr. F. C. 
Jaunes, "Communism cannot be 
fought with platitudes." 

The feasibility of such a policy 
and its-chances of success were at 
tacked by Ted Hugessen, flrnt 
speaker of the negative. The Rus- 
sian^i reaction, to Western aid 'to 
'rito lCT tildBbej/a^ resorting ' to the 
(orceTofl'ârins^'rM^^ with 
Yugoslavia or subversion of the 
Tito regime by a Kremlin-fomented 
coup d'etat, which- Russia is at- 
tempting to get organized at pres- 
ent. In any event, the West stands 
tpVlose/fromiali'^ standpoints. The 
bnlV'ciianee.'Ui'is'pbllcy has of suc- 
cess depends on ^Russia .doing no- 
thing to counteract the consequen- 
ces of Western aid to Tito. This is' 
a dcfinitç Impossibility. 
. Ernest Ford, second speaker from 
Osgoqdè Hall, reiterated the sevér- 
it/ of the -010 ischls'm to the' Krem- 
lin's -domination of the Balkans, 
isolating Albania from the rest of 
the ' Iron Curtain countries and 
pushing Russian Influence , away 
from the Adriatic and thé Mediter- 
ranean Seas. Yugoslavia and .the 
Western nations have 'at present a 
common enemy. When the latter 
and Russia were in the same situa- 
tion in 1041, the Wen did not hcfii- 
t'ate to send arms -to Russia.wtth

to fundamental errors In the ac' 
count of last Wednesday's Liberal 
Club meeting. The head ot your 
story on the front page of Thurs 
day's . Dally read "Liberals Say 
Housing Not Emergency." 

In fact the club agreed that the 
housing crisis is of extreme 
urgency, but decided to strike out 
from their housing resolution the 
words "declare a national emer 
gency". as this wording Implies i 
special doctrine of the B.N.A. Act 
called the "emergency doctrine,' 
which, ■', following a recent^.Prlvy 
Council decision', Is on ^extremely 
shaky constitutional grounds. 

It was felt that this clause In the 
resolution would obscure its pur 
pose, which was to press for low 
cost housing. The text of the résolu 
tlon, which follows, speaks for 
Itself: 

Whereas the current rate of con- 
struc\ion of housing units Is' suffi- 
cient only to accommodate forma- 
tions of new families and Is not al- 
leviating the accumulated shortage 
of dwellings, estimated at half a 
million In 1045; and 
; Whereas ' approximately two- 
thirds of the population cannot rent 
new rental units at existing rates 
and cannot consider, home owner- 



ship at present prices; and. 

Whereas we recognize that a 
decent standard of housing. Ij a 
necessity and not, a liixUry; there- 
fore: 

Be It resolved that thé McGill 
Liberal Club declare lUelf In favor 
of the Federal Government 

(1) actively taking the \ta,ii im 
public housing projects by adopt- 
ing measures similar to those taken 
by the government of thc^United 
States of America Jn* estâbilshing 
the public housing authority; f 

(2) establishing a definite 'stand- 
ard of minimum requirements' of 
housing with respect to quality, 
space per occupant and hygiene 
facilities. 

Another misinterpretation we 
wish to correct is regarding the ac- 
count given tb" the conslructloirot 
new homes this' year. F. Hughes' did 
not 'say that only 20,000 units were 
completed, but that taking Into con- 
sideration formations of new fami- 
lies, demolatlon of old dwellings, 
and so. on, new construction less- 
ened the accumulated shortage by 
this amount so far this yeai'.
